W E, “ the Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” constituted by Acts of 
Parliament passed in the reigns of their late Majesties King George the 
Third and King George the Fourth, respectfully submit to yo»r Grace the follow- 
ing General Report of Proceedings during the year 1876-77i 

In reference to the Scholarships founded by us in Trinity College in connec- 
tion with the Royal Schools, we beg to state that, since our last Report, we have 
■ made certain alterations as to their pecuniary value, and also in the course for 
the Competitive Examination preliminary to obtaining them. 

As regards the Exhibitions and Prizes established for youths at School, we 
beg to report that, having matured our plans on this subject, all the Appoint- 
ments have been made, and the Prizes adjudged, and the scheme is now in full 
operation . 

Attached to this our Report will be found a printed programme setting forth 
the special features of the Examinations, and the conditions on which these 
Scholarships and Exhibitions are held. It may he proper that we slioiild call 
your Grace’s attention to the fact that none of them can be obtained except as 
the result of Examinations in which absolute as well as relative merit has been 
evinced, and that these distinctions become forfeited unless the holders of them 
show continuing merit, and that in no case is any religions tcst applied to the 
candidates.

Amongst the Schools of Royal Foundation, that at Armagh continues to hold 
its high place in public estimation. All the School Buildings available at pre- 
sent, for Boarders and for daily Pupils, are fully occupied, and the Master has 
reported to us that he has been obliged to decline admission to several appli- 
cants. It is, however, reported to us by our Architect that the new and 
extensive School and Class Rooms now in course of erection will soon be com- 
pleted, and available for school purposes. 

The half-yearly Returns made to us by the different Schoolmasters do not 
show any material variation in the numbers attending the respective Schools 
since our last Report. The Course of Instruction, both Classical and General, 
afforded in the Royal Schools is extensive and varied; and the moderate scale 
of charges for the daily Pupils, suggested by us to the Masters, is reported to be 
fully adopted at the several Schools. 

The Primary Schools established for the benefit of the children of our tenantry 
continue to be very larg’ely attended. 

The various Buildings of the Royal Schools, as well as those of private endow- 
ment whose funds are under our control, liave been maintained by us in good 
and substantial condition, by the outlay of such sums as have been from time to 
fimfi reported to us tn bo necessary. 

At the Midleton School, which is one of private endowment, situated in the 
County Cork, the Local Governors recently held a Visitation, and presented to 
us a Report of a highly satisfactory nature in reference to that establishment 
genei*ally, and strongly urged upon us that we should carry out plans for ihe 
enlargement of the School Buildings, which they had examined and had approved 
of. With a view to acting on this recommendation, we have called for specifi- 
cations and estimates for the works. 

The Estates which constitute the endowments of the several Schools under our 
control, and which are managed by land-agents resident near them, necessarily 

requii’e 
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require much time and attention on our part, and in reference to them we beg 
to report that they are generally in a satisfactory condition. 

In reference to the proposed Railway between Dungannon and Cookstown^ 
which will pass through the Dungannon Estate, we beg to report that all the 
preliminary arrangements between the Railway Company and this Board have 
been satisfactorily carried out, and that the works are now in progress. 

The very defective powers conferred on this Commission have been so fre- 
quently and so urgently set forth in our Annual Reports, and especially in that 
for 1870-71, that in our present Report we shall simply beg to call your Grace’s 
attention to the subject.

REGrULATIONS of “ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” for 1877. 



‘-The Commissioners of Education In Leland” have foimded 35 Exhibitions, called 
« Royal Scholarships,” for students who shall enter Trinity College from the Royal Schools 
of Arma<Th Duno'annon, Enniskillen, or Cavan — viz., five of 40 1 . per annum, and five of 
30 h perlnnum, for each of the Schools of Armagh, Dungannon, and EnmskiUen; and 

five of 25/. per annum, for Cavan School. , i_ .7 

These Scholarships can be obtained by such students only as have been three 
wars m all, previously to their entrance into Trinity College, pupils in some one or 
'other of the Royal Schools. It is not, however, hereby intended to prevent pupils from 
moving from one of these schools to another ; but the Scholarships founded for the re- 
spective Schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, and Cavan can be obtained only by 
students who have enterecl the University from, the schools for which such Scholarships 
have been founded. . , _ 

The Scholarships arc tenable for Jive years, subject to certain conditions hereafter

The Provost and Senior Fellows appoint Examiners in each year, to examine, on the 
first convenient day ajter the second entrance, in the month of October, such students as 
have entered from the said four Royal Schools, and shall offer themselves as candidates 
for these Scholarships,

pj'ote. The course of examination for Royal Scholarships will be varied, from time to 



time, by the Commissioners. 



Candidates 
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Candidates may present tFemselves for examination in any of ike four preceding 
courses, or in all of them. The result of the examination will be determined by the 
aggregate number of marks obtained by the several candidates ; the number affixed to 
each course denoting the greatest number of marks obtainable in that course. 

No fellow-commoner can be admitted as a candidate for a Royal Scholarship. 

No pensioner shall be admitted as a candidate for a Royal Scholarship who shall not 
have remained at one of the Royal Schools to which the Scholarships are attached till an 
entrance examination in Trinity College, in the month of October next preceding the 
examination for Royal Scholarships. 

No sizar shall be admitted as a candidate icho shall not have remained at suck Royal 
School till the sizars/np entrance examination immediately preceding the examination for 
Royal Scholarships at which he may be a candidate. 

No student who shall have attained 20 years of age shall be permitted to become a 
candidate for a Royal Scholarship. 

No student shall be elected a Royal Scholar unless he shall have, -prevmishi to the. 
examination, produced to the Secretary of the Commissioners a certificate, signed by the 
Master of the Royal School from which he sliail have entered Trinity College, cevtiiying 
that such candidate is duly q^ualified according to the above-stated rules, such certificate to 
be subsequently handed by the candidate to me Examiners. 

The candidates from all the schools shall he examined together, and a return made to the 
Commissioners of positive merit; and also an arrangement of the candidates accord- 
ino- to their answering, without distinction of schools ; the Commissioners reserving to 
tl^mselves the power of suspending or diminishi/ig one or more Scholarships, if sufficient 
merit has not teen shown. 



In cases of equality of merit in all other respects, the poverty of a candidate will he 
taken into consideration. A student who has once been a candidate shall not be eligible 
on a subsequent occasion. 

A Royal Scholarship becomes forfeited by tbe^ holder of it incurring any heavy 
collegiate censure, such as public admonition, or rustication ; failing to proceed regularly 
with\is class ; or failing to obtain in any year either one honour of the first rank, or two 
honours of the second rank. 

The election itself to one of these Scholarships is reckoned as equivalent to one 
honour of the second rank; a University Moderatorship, a University Scholarship, the 
Berkeley Gold Medal, the Vice-Chancellor’s (Latin) Gold Medal, the Lloyd Exhibition, 
the 'VVr^y Prize, success in the first Indian Civil Service (corajietitive) examination, or 
at the Woolwich entrance examination, as equivalent to a University honour of the 
first rank ; and obtaining a respondency, or success at any of the subsequent Indian 
Civil Service examinations, as equivalent to a University honour of the second rank. 



The Exhibitions become due half-yearly, viz., on tlie 1st of ’May and on the 1st of 
November. Pavments will be made in May to such students only as have obtained in the 
preceding part of that year at least one honour of the second rank. A half-yearly pay- 
ment heTd over in May, will he made in November, provided an honour has been obtained 
in the meantime ; and payment for the entire year will be made in November to sudi 
students as had not qualified for the May half-year’s payment, and shaU have then 
fulfilled all the requisites for the entire yeai-. 

In cases where very distinguished ment has been shown during their undergraduate 
course by students holding minor Scholarships, and where Scholarsh.ps for the same school 
remain suspended, or have been forfeited, the Commissioners will, at the close ot each 
year, receive memorials from such students for an increase of their stipend. 

The names of Royal Scholars are placed on the College books_ immediately after the 
names of the University Scholars, without, however, altering their degree ot seniority 
amongst their class-fellows. . .

School Exhibitions and Phizes. 

“one Exhibition of £.25 and one of £. 15 shall he awarded in each yiai, to be ^co.^ 
3?3 
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pcted foivfcj boys UDcler fHe age of 14 years, whether they have been previously pupils 
of the school or not. These Exhibitions to be tenable for two years. 

One Exhibition of £.25 and one of £.15 shall be awarded*each year, to be competed 
for by boys between the ages of 14 and 16 years, who have been at least one year in the 
school. These Exhibitions to be tenable for three years. 

No boy can hold two Exhibitions at the same time. 

The examination for these Exhibitions slull be held in the month of September in 
each year, the subjects of examination being the regular school-work of the first five 
classes. No Exhibition skull he awarded where there is not absolute merit and in such 
cases, the amount, of the Exhibition forfeited shall revert to the estate of the school. 

Four Prizes of £. 10 each and four of £.5 each will (if there be suficient merit) be 
given annually in each school for proficiency in English and other subjects a knowledge 
of which ie required in commercial life.
